( b ) if no such officer is available , by the appointment of an officer included 

in the list prepared under rule 24 . 
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( 2 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in these rules, if the exigencies of 
service so require , a duty post for which a member of the Servico is not available , 
may after consultation with the Commission be filled on an officiating basis by the 
appointment of an officer belonging to a State Civil Service on deputet

period or periods ordinarily not exceeding three years. 

( 3 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in these rules, where appointment hat 
a duty post is to be made purely as a local arrangement for a period not exceedin ! 
six months , such appointment may be made by the Administrator from persons 
who are included in the list prepared under sub - rule ( 4 ) of rule 15 or rule 24 or 
who are eligible for inclusion in such a list . 

( 4 ) Any appointment made under sub -rule ( 3 ) shall be reported by the Adminis 
trator to the Commission forthwith . 


PART IX - Miscellaneous 
26 . Posting of members of the Service . Every member of the Service shall, 
unless he is appointed to an ex - cadre post , or is otherwise not available for holding 
a duty post owing to the exigencies of servire, be posted against a duty post under 
the Governinent of Pondicherry by the Administrator . 


27 . Duty post to be held by a member of the Service . Every duty post shall be 
held by a member of the Service or an officer appointed to officiate under Part VIII 
of these rules. 


— The Administrator shall prepare a list of members of the Service 
arranged in order of seniority as determined in the manner specified below : 
(1) in the case of persons appointed on the results of competitive examina 

tion , or by selection under clause ( t ) of sub -rule ( 1 ) of rule 5 , 
seniority in the Service shall be determined by the order in which 

appointments are made to the Service : 
Provided that , 
(a ) persons recruited on the results of the competitive examination in 

any year shall be ranked inter se in the order of merit in which 
they are placed at the competitive examination on the results of 
which they are recruited , thosc recruited on the basis of an earlier . 

examination being ranked senior to those recruited on the basis of 
later examination , 


( b ) the relative seniority inter se of persons recruited by selection shall

PART VII - Appointment, Probation , Training and Confrmation 
18 . Appointments. - All appointments to the Service shall be made to Grade 1 
or Grade II of the Service and not against any specific post Included in the 
Şervice , 

19 , Disqualification , ( a ) No person who has more than one wife living or who 
having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void by 
reason of its taking place during the lifc - time of such spouse , shall be eligible for 
appointinent to the Service ; and 

(b ) no woman whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a wife 
living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has a wife 
living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to the Service : 

Provided that the Administrator may , If satisfled that there are special grounds.

appointment of an officer belonging to a State Civil Service on deputation for such 
period or periods ordinarily not cxceeding three years. 

( 3 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in these rules , where appointment to 
a duty post is to be made purely as a local arrangement for a period not exceeding 
six months, such appointment may he made by the Adininistrator from persons 
whu are included in the list prepared under sub .rule ( 4 ) of rulę 15 or rule 24 or 
who are eligible for inclusion in such a list.

(iii ) the Chief Secretary to the Government of Tripura ; and 
(Iv ) the Inspector General of Police, Tripura . 


14. Condition of Ilgibility and procedure for selection . - ( 1 ) The Committee 
shall consider from time to time the cases of officers eligible under clause ( b ) 
of sub - rule ( 1 ) of rule 5 , who have served in the cadre of Inspectors of Police 
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for not less than two years and prepare a list of officers recommended , 
taking into account the actual vacancies at the time of selection and 
those likely to ncrur during a vear. The selection for inclusion in the list shall 
be based on merit and suitability in all respects for appointment to the Service 
with due regard to seniority . 

( 2 ) The names of persons Included in the list shall be arranged in order of 
merit. 

( 3 ) The list so prepared shall be forwarded by the Committee to the Adminis 
trator . 

15 . Consultation with the Commission . - - ( 1 ) The list prepared under rule 14 
shall be forwarded by the Administrator to the Commission , where consultation 
with the Commission is necessary, or where the Chairman or the Committee 
desires that a reference be made to the Commission , along with the relevant 
records. 

( 2 ) If the Communion considers It necessary to make any changes in the list 
received from the Administrator the Commission shall inform the Administrator 
of the changes proposed , 

( 3 ) The 1st shall Anally be approved by the Administrator after taking into 
account the changes, if any, proposed by the Commission . 

(4 ) The list thus finally approved shall ordinarily be in force until a fresh 
list is prepared for the purpose in accordance with these rules. 

10 . Appointment to Service. -- Appointment to the Service shall be made in 
the order of merit in the list referred to in sub - rule ( 4 ) of rule 15 with due 
Tegard to the proportion specified in rule 5 . 

PART VI- - Initial Constitution of Service 
17 . Initial appointment of persons to the Service . - ( 1 ) The Aclministrator may , 
at the commencement of these rules , appoint to the Service any person who at 
such commencement is holding any of the posts specified in Schedule : 

Provided that the appointment to the Service of those officers who belong to , 
or are on deputation from , a service under the Central or a State Government 
shall be made with their consent and the concurrence of the Department of Gov 
ernment, as the case may be , to which they belong .

( il ) The list prepared under clause ( i) shall be forwarded by the Committee 
to the Administrator . Thereupon the Administrator shall forward the same to 
the Commission along with the relevant records. 

(ill ) If the Commission considered it necessary to make any changes in the 
ust received from the Administrator the Commission shall inform the Adminis 
trator of the changes proposed . 

(iv ) The list shall finally be approved by the Administrator after taking into 
account the changes, if any , proposed , by the Commission . 

( 3 ) Initial appointment to the Service shall be made in the order of merit of 
persons included in the Anally approved list referred to in clause ( iv ) of sub 
rule ( 2 ) 


PART VII - Appointment, Probation , Training and Confirmation 
18 . Appointments -- All appointments to the Service shall be made to the Service 
and not against the post included in the Service , 
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19 . Disquallication . - ( a ) No person who has more than one wife living or who 
having a spouse living , marries in any case in which such marriage is vold by 
reason of its taking place during the life - time of such spouse, shall be cligible for 
appointment to the Service ; and 

( b ) no woman whose marriage is void by rcason of the husband having a wife 
living at the time of such marrlage or who has married a person who has a wite 
living at the time of guch marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to the Service : 

Provided that the Administrator may , if satisfied that there are special grounds 
for so ordering , exempt any person from the operation of this rule . 

20 . Special Provision for Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes . - Appointment 
to the Service made by direct recruitment shall be subject to the orders regarding 
special reprosentation in the Services for the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled 
Tribes issued by the Central Government from time to time. 

21. Period of probation . - ( 1 ) Every person appointed under rule 5 or rule 17 
to the Service shall be on probation for a period of two years. 

(2 ) The Administrator may in the case of any person extend or reduce the 
period of probation . 

( 3 ) A person on probation shall be liable to be discharged from service at any 
time without assigning any reason , provided that if he holds a lien on any perma 
nent post under the Central Governinent, a State Government or Government of 
Tripura , he shall be llable to be reverted to that post. 

( 4 ) A person on probation who lolols a lien un any permanent post under the 
Central or a State Government or Government of Tripura may , if he so desires 
during the period of probation , have the option to revert back to his parent 
Department or Government after giving such notice as may be prescribed by the 
Administrator. 

22 . Training and departmental examination . - A person appointed under rule 5 
or rule 17 to the Service shall undergo such training and pass during the period 
of probation such departmental examinations as the Administrator may from 
time to time prescribed : 

Provided that the Administrator may exempt subject to such conditions as it 
may impose , either wholly or partly from such training or departmental examina 
tions, any person appointed under clauso (b ) of suh - rule ( I ) of rule 5 or rule 17 

23 . Confirmation in Service -- - A person who has been declared to have satis 
factorily completed his period of probation may he confirmed in the Service . 

PART VIII - Officiating Appointments 
24. Scloction for officiating appointments. - - If at any time the Administrator is 
of opinion that the number of officers available in the list referred to in sub - rule 
( 4 ) of rule 15 for appointment to duty posts is not adequate having regard to the 
Tacancies in such posts , he may direct the Committce to consider the case of 
officers who have officiated for a period of not less than thrce ycars in the cadre 
of Inspectors of Police in Tripura and prepare a separate list of officers selected 
The selection for inclusion in the list shall be based on merit and suitability in 
all respects for officiating appointments to duty posts with due regard to seniority . 
The provisions of sub - rules ( 2 ) and ( 3 ) of rule 14 and rule 15 shall apply mutatis 
mutandis in the preparation of the list under this rule . 

25 . Officlating appointment to the Service . — ( 1 ) If a member of the Service is 
not available for holding a duty post the post may be filled on an officialing 
basis 


( a ) by the appointment of an officer included in the list referred to în sub 

rule ( 4 ) of rule 15 ; or 


(b ) if no such officer is available , by the appointment of an officer Included 

in the list prepared under rule 24 , 
( 2 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in these rules, if the exigenctes of 
service so require, a duty post for which a member of the Service is not available , 
may after consultation with the Commission be Alled on an officiating basis by the 
appointment of an officer belonging to any State Police Service on deputation for 
such period or periods ordinarily not exceeding three years as the Administrator 
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nay consider necessary . Posts of Assistant Commandant, Tripura Armed Police , 
may also be filled in consultation with the Commission , by appointment of Com . 
missioned officers released from active service in the Army on re - employment 
besis for terms not ordinarily exceeding three years at a time. 

( 3 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in these rules , where appointment to 
a duty post is to be made purely as a local arrangement for a period not exceeding 

x months, such appointment may be made by the Administrator from persons 
who are included in the list prepared under sub - rule ( 4 ) of rule 15 or rule 24 or 
who are eligible for inclusion in such a list . 

( 4 ) Any appointment made under sub - rule ( 3 ) shall be reported by the Adminis 
trator to the Commission forthwith . 


PART IX -- Miscellaneous 
28. Posting of members of the Service . -- Every member of the Service , 
unless he is appointed to an ex - cadre post, or is otherwise not available for holding 
a duty post owing to the exigencies of service , be posted against a duty post under 
the Government of Tripura hy the Administrator .

28 . Soniority . — The Administrator shall prepare a list of members of the Service 
Arranged in the order of seniority as determined in the manner specified below :

tion , or by sclection under clause ( b ) of sub - rule ( 1 ) of rule 5 , 
seniority in the Service shall be determined by tho order in whicb 

appointments are made to the Service : 
Provided that , 
( a ) persons recruited on the results of the competitive examination in 

any year shall be ranked inter se in the order of merit in which 
they are placed at the competitive examination on the results of 
which they are recruited , those recruited on the basis of an earlier 
examination being ranked senior to those recruited on the basis of 

later examination ; 
( b ) the relativo seniority inter se of persons recruited by selection shall 

be determined on the basis of the order in which their names are 

arranged in the list prepared under rule 14 . 
( 11 ) The seniority of members of the Service appointed at the initial consti 

tution of the Service in accordance with the provisions of Part VI of 
these rules , shall be determined ad hoc by the Administrator in con 
sultation with the Commission due regard being had to the posts 
previously held by them under the Governments concerned and the 

length of service rendered by them therein :

29. Pay and allowances . - ( 1 ) The scale of pay attached to the Service shall be 
Rs. 300 — 30 - -510 - EB - 30 - - 750 - EB - 30 — 900 . 

( 2 ) A person recruited on the results of competitive examination shall, on 
appointment to the Servier, draw pay at the minimum of the time scale . The pay 
and increments in the case of other persons appointed to the Service shall be 
regulated in accordance with the Fundamental Rules : 


Provided that it shall be open to the President to determine the pay of any 
member of the Service in such manner as the President deems At if the special 
circumstances of his caso so require . 
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( 3 ) Dearness and other allowances shall be paid to persons holding duty poste 
at such rates as may be determined by the President from time to time. 

30 . Power to make Regulations. - The Administrator may make regulations not 
Inconsistent with these rules, to provide for all matters for which provision le 
necessary or expedient for the purpose of giving effect to these rules , 

31. Residuary matters . In regard to matters not specifically covered by these 
rules or by regulations or orders issued thereunder or by special orders , the mem -- 
bers of the Service shall be governed by the rules, regulations and orders applic 
able to corresponding officers serving in connection with the affairs of the Union ; 

Provided that any power exercisable by the Central Government under such 
rules, regulations and orders may be delegated by it to the Administrator subject 
to such conditions as it may prescrlbe. 

32. Interpretation . - If any question arises as to the interpretation of these 
rules, the same shall be decided by the Administrator , 


PART X - Transitional Arrangements 
33 . Transitional provision . - ( 1 ) On and after the commencement ot these rules: 
and until persons are appointed to hold the duty posts in accordance with the 
provisions of these rules such posts may continue to be held by officers who are 
holding such posts at the commencement of these rules as if these rules had not 
come into force. 

( 2 ) This rule shall cease to be in force after a period of two years from the 
date of commencement of these rules. 


PART XI - Relaxation 
34 . Power to relax . — Where the Administrator is of the opinion that it is neces 
sary or expedient so to do , he may , hy order, for reasons to be recorded in writing , 
and , in consultation with the Commission , relax any of the provisions of these 
rules with respect to any class or category of persons or posts .

— Facilities do not exist at present in the port for the pilotage of vessels 
in hours beyond the daylight hours .
